carry the available food supply 
| were replaced by the condition of 
|having more ships than could find 
cargoes of foodstuffs, 

The cause of human liberty is 
imperilled by both a shortage of 
ships and a shortage of food. In- 
crease of either the supply of ships 
or the supply of food will not 
avert that danger. The dual men- 
ace calls for a shipbuilding _ pro- 
gram proportioned to the food pro- 
ducing power of the Allied coun- 
tries and a food producing cam- 

aign proportioned to the ship 

uilding power of the same coun- 
tries. 

Official action which takes 
farmers off the land to fill uni-

‘Eleven per cent of the Massa- 
‘‘chusetts population can’t write 
‘for read English,’’ says a news 
dispatch to the New York Globe. 
In the next column of the Globe 
|one reads of the brave stand made 
by certain New England troops 
against German attacks on their 
part of the line. ‘‘The men engag- 
‘ted were sixty per cent 
‘and Polish by descent,’’ one of 
their proud officers—in civil life 
a Connecticut school teacher— 
tells the Globe correspondent. It 
would be an error to deduce from 
these two clippings from a New 
York newspaper that the best Am- 
ericans of 1918 are the Americans 
who can’t read and write English. 
Yet something may, all the same, 
be fairly inferred. Here at home 
the roll of foreign-born or foreign- 
derived national administrators in- 
cludes such alien-sounding names 
as Baruch, Rosenwald, 
(but we are told that Goethals is

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WETASKIWIN. 
FOX FARM IS 
SUCCESSFUL 


Excellent Work Being Done at Vermilion—Both Boys|Was Started in 1914 and Has 
and Girls Are Given Training Suited to Their Tastes 
—Demonstration Work of Great Benefit to District. 


By Miriam Green Ellis. 

Practical assistance for the boys 
and girls on the farms, is the very 
evident aim of the agricultural schools 
that have been estabiished in the dif- 
ferent parts of the province of Al- 
berta by the provincial department of 
agriculture. This province has evolv- 
ed the idea of establishing a number 
of agricultural schools throughout 
the province rather than one big cen- 
tral school, These draw their pupils 
from a radius of about fifty miles and 
so successful has the scheme worked 
that the department feels perfectly 
justified in having broken away from 
the faith of their fathers in this re- 
spect. It is found that a_ greater 
number of young people from the 
farms will leave to go to a school 
twenty or thirty or forty miles away 
where they would not go if it were a 
couple hundred, In the first case, 
they may have friends with which to 
stay and in the latter it would prob- 
ably be among utter strangers in a 
city. 

Vermilion school has found this true 
in every respect. This school has 
been fortunate in having for its prin- 
cipal during the past several years 
Frank 8. Grisdale, himself a practical 
farmer and one to take his position 
of responsibility seriously. Mr. Gris- 
daie considers that the school and its 
staff are there for the assistance of 
the farmers and their children and 

e school is the headquarters for the 
sting of seed grain, the distribution 
of flower and vegetable seeds to the 
children under the garden compett- 
tion scheme; blackleg vaccine is dis- 
tributed from this centre and on the 
other hand the town people find the) 
school of service, and the large audi- 
torlum in tho top, is the original place 
“where city and country meet.” A 
community centre is the ideal estab- | 
lished here. 

The agricultural schools throughout | 
the province are planned on practic- 
ally the same model. The laundry and 
the dairy room are in the basement; 
superintendent's office, library and 
laboratories on the ground floor, do- 
rrestic science kitchens, model dining 
rooms, and sewing room on the third 
and the big auditorium on the fourth. 
The live stock class room is in a sep- | 
arate building, as are also the black- | 
smith and carpenter shops, 

There is a specially good course in | 
poultry offered at the Vermilion | 
school. In the spring there is instruc- | 
tion given In the use of incubators, and 
the early care of chicks, while in the 
fall, there is a scientific course in} 
crate feeding of birds for the mar- | 
ket. In the fajl sufficient cockerels 
are bought in for the purpose, and! 
each boy and girl taking the course | 
is allowed a bird. They are fed for! 
about six weeks and exact records 
show the results from different com- | 
binations of feed. 

Last fall the reports show that 60 | 
birds were bought weighing 260.8 
pounds. The price paid was fourteen 
cents, or $36.51. The actual cost of 
feeding came to $10.38, and the birds 
were sold for $63.93, at a profit of 
$17.04, or a trifle over 28 cents a 
bird. This course not only showed 
the students the best foods to use in 
fattening birds for the market, but 
also gave them experience in how 
poultry should be finished to com-/| 
mand the highest price, and gave 
them practice in selecting, preparing 
and dressing fowl. Each student kill- 
ed and plucked one bird for market, 
in addition to taking part in the work | 
of feeding. The second year girls, 
selected, graded, and packed the! 
dressed birds in cases ready for ship- 
ment, 

In this experiment, the daily quan- 
‘ty of feed for each bird was increas- 
ed from two ounces of ground grain 
at the commencement of the feeding 
period, to five ounces each day dur- 
ing the last seven days. The various 
ground grains were sifted to remove 
the coarser hulls and the finer por- 
tions then mixed with buttermilk. The 
birds were leg-banded and placed in 


| 


five crates, and each crate fed a 
slightly different diet. In the reports 
it 1s noted thet in crate No. 1 there 


was a gain In weight of 18.2 pounds 
made with 69,25 pounds of ground) 
grain, This was a combination of 
wheat chop, oat chop, siftings and 
buttermilk, The cost of this pen was 
$2.23, while in the next crate al- 
though there was about a pound less 
in the gain of the fowl, the cost on 
oat chop, barley chop and oet and 
barley siftings with the same amount 
of buttermilk about 30 cents less, 
School Vatr Work, 

The school fair work has been very 
successful all over the province, This | 
is xrccomplished by co-operation be- | 
tween the department of education 
and the department of agriculture, 
which appoints special men to take 
charge, but the work can only be nce 
complished with the assistance of tho 
school inspectors and teachers, The 
Vermillon achool of agriculture ta the 
centre of this work for the Vermilion 


district and valuable assistance has 
been given by Inspector of Schools 
ht. H. Roberts Forty-four schools 


with Vermilion as a centre, have been 
organized for this work this year, 
The department of agriculture allows | 
each boy and girl @ certain quantity | 
ot seeds and each one undertakes!

ally serviceable to the community in 
that they make the experiments in 
the different crops, rotations, ete., and 
the knowledge so acquired is thus re 
lative to that particular part of the 
country; not as in so many cases, the 
result of work in an entirely different 
climate and soll 
Cheddar Cheese Profitablic. 

Dairy work ts given close attention 
at the Vermilion school. It has been 
proved there that with a good market, 
the soft cheeses when brought to the 
standard of cheddar cheese are the 
mest profitable form of manufacture 
of milk. Even taking Into account 
the value of the skimmed milk for the 
young stock the cheese is still the 
most profitable. But on account of 
not having a large and steady market, 
the making of the cheese was not prac- 
tical. However, the course is given 
and as the equipment is not at ail ex- 
pensive, there would seem to be 
reason why te farmers could not 
make the delfcious soft cheeses for 
the!r own use. 

There is also the very’ practical 
course in hog killing, cutting and cur- 
ing of beef and pork. 

During the first year's work, the 
course in chemistry and physics is 
much along the regular academic line, 
but in the second year this {s applied 
definitely to the farm work, crops, 
feeding, etc. 

Both boys and girls are encouraged 
to go in for the regular agricultural 
course, and especially now with the 
great number of the boys going to the 


| war, the girls are being especially en- 


couraged. However, not at any time 
did Principal Grisddale have the usual 
prejudice to the girl in farm work 
In the carpenter shop too, the girls 


are making good and it is found to} 
|be an especialy attractive form of work 


for girls. They get one period a week 
in the manual work. 

The blacksmith shop, the carpen- 
ter shop and the gasoline engine 
courses are the things that hold the 
boys at school during the first vear 


| There are often boys who had to leave 


school early, and have forgotten much 
of the academic work that they knew 
and were {ft not for these things that 
they can do with their hands, it would 
be very difficult to hold them for the 
regular school work which they so 
badly need. The practical work with 
the hands is rather the sugar coating 
of the pill. 

The war has played havoc with the 
attendance at school, over 25 names 
being already on the honor roll. This 


year it is feared that the attendance | 
may suffer considerably as the military | 


service regulation regarding 19 to 28 
year-old boys catches them at thea

in attendance last year. Vermilion suf-

that is generally understood to be a 
distinctive feature of ordinary farm- 
jing and must until further progress is 
}made be considered as being in’ the 
| speculative class. 

The fox has the most acute nervous 
|system of all the wild animals, This 
is accompanied by a high mentality. 
The reputation for superior cleverness 
that has been assigned to the fox 
through all the ages is well deserved. 
|The result is that the fox takes less 
|kindly to domesticated — conditions 
|than probably any other of the creat- 
ures of the wild, unless it be his first 
cousin, the coyote. This is all the 
|more strange as both fox and coyote 
thrive most greatly as parasites on 
civilization, at least in its pioneer 
|stage. The inherent caution and ner- 
vous temperament of the fox prevents 
him from ever becoming tame, in the 
proper sense the word. He can 


of 


stand confinement and association 
with human beings under favorable 
conditions, but he can never like it. 
This leads to freaks of temperament, 
especially in the females, that have} 
seriously damaging results to the en- 


terprise. 

Wetaskiwin boasts a fox farm that Is 
a going concern and seems to contain 
the elements of substantial profit. The 
| proprietors are Messrs. C, BE, Vaughan 
and H. J. Montgomery, M.P.P. for 
Wetaskiwin Mr. Vaughan gives his 
personal attention to the fox farm. 
Mr. Montgomery is from Prince Ed- 
ward Island, where a brother is in- 
terested in fox-farming, so that he is 
in close touch with all the latest and 
most reliable information regarding 
the rearing of foxes. The farm !s 
located about a mile and a half north 
west of the city on a spur of the Peace 
Hills, so that the location is on dry 
soll and has excellent drainage. There 
j}are 50 foxes in all. Twenty-two are 
of this year’s crop. The litters vary 
|from 2 to 6. Two litters were lost 
this spring, and two adult females 
| were lost during the year. Some of 
the pairs did not produce. 

The animals are kept in a wired-in 
enclosure which is divided into pens 
6x24 and six feet high, The pens are 
lenclosed at sides, ends, top and bot- 
}tom with fox wire. The wire on the 
| bottom of the pen is covered three 
inches deep with earth. It was found 
{that in Nght soll such as that of the 


out under almost any depth of wire. 
The pens are covered with boards to 
keep the summer sun off. In each pen 
is a den, made of lumber, about three 
by four feet square, with a hinged 
| roof, so that the den can be conven!- 
ently examined at any time. The den 
\1s divided into compartments and 
straw or hay !s placed fn it to make a 
soft and warm bed. The den is raised 
about a foot above the ground on four 
| posts, and access is by way of a square 
spout which projects from the lower 
storey of the den 

The purpose ofthe spout ts to give 
the fox the sensation of crawling Into 
|n hollow log or into his home-made 
den in the ground. At any rate, the 
foxes seem to approve entirely of the 
arrangement, 

The ndult foxes live entirely on a 
ment diet. They are not large enters, 
and are fed only once a day. Their 
food must be fresh and wholesome, ns 
|they are both dainty and delicate, 
This does not mean that they demand 
T-bone steak or sirloin roast; but it 
means that they will not eat unsound 
ment. Freshly trapped gophers are 
highly esteemed tn the fox menu, The 
young are weaned at a month 
and are fed on sweet milk, which they

Home canning of rhubarb at the 
weekly meeting of the Housewives’ 
| League at Coronation hall, was dem- 
onstrated by Mrs. Fuller. 

As in previous demonstrations, she) 
insisted that jars with the spring | 
lever tops were the only ones to use | 
{in canning vegetables, as they are 
the only perfectly air-tight jars; and 
she warned against using rubber 
lrings which come with new jare— 
there Is no way of knowing how 
lthese rings may be. That housew!fe | 
|who buys new red rubber rings each | 
season is safest in her canning. These | 
jrings should be Washed in soap and) 
water before using. Apparently the) 
entire knack {n canning vegetables | 
successfully at home ts in sterilization | 
and then more sterilization. The jars, 
covers, and rings are sterilized by 
placing them earefully in boiling 
water, the jars on their sides, and al- 
lowing them to remain a few min- 
flutes; the vegetables themselves thor- 
oughly washed and cut ready for the 
jars, are sterilized by being placed in 
rapidly boiling water for five or ten) 
minutes and then plunged into cold} 
water. This method, which is called 
blanching, also draws out and then 
sets the color of the vegetable or fruit 
to be canned; it is used for all vege- | 
tables and all but very soft fruits. 

For canning rhubarb, a syrup was 
used for filling the cans; the propor- 
‘tlons, supplied by Macdonald College, 
| were as follows; seven-eighths of a 
cup of light-brown sugar to two cups 
of water This is cooked only long 
enough to thoroughly dissolve the 
sugar, and makes a thin syrup, suf-| 
ficient to hold the flavor of the rhu- | 
barb For white syrup, one cup of 
igar to three of water is right. The 
rhubarb was prepared with the skin 
lleft on, blanched and packed in the 
jar in the same manner as the aspara- | 


gus; the syrup was poured over it} 
while still hot, the jar was placed ta 
hot water which was brought to aj

When taken out of the sterilizing 
bath any jar should be inverted for

The variety that he has planted 
were sent to him from the Ottawa) 
Experimental Farm to test out in this 
locality.

Sergeant Knight afterwards related 
what he had told the King.
